Inquiry into the circumstances 
and among neighbors gave n'a.son 
to believe tha t.Mrs. .Aspinall had 
passeil away as long ago as I'Vi- 
day night. It was apparent that 
she had risen in the night and 
turned on a light, and then passed 
away us a result of a heart at¬ 
tack. .A neighbor saiil he had 
.seen the light burning in the 
house on Saturday. The coroner’s 
office decided no inquest was 
necessary and Dr. L. I-. Krebs 
signed a certificate indicating I 
death from heart trouble, after I 
m.aking an eaminatixon. 

Mrs. Aspinall was a native of 
New Zealond and was 66 years of, 
age.
